I ſhall here mention ſome of thoſe Signs and 
Wonders, and divers Miracles and Gifts of 
the Holy Ghoſt, by which God did bear wit- 
neſs, according to bis own Will. | 


I. God beſtowed on them the Gift of 
Tongues : This was an extraordinary, and 
yet neceſſary Gift, to enable them to preach. 
the Goſpel to People of very different Lan- 
guages: that ignorant and illiterate Fiſher- 
men, ſhould all on a Sudden, be able to ſpeak 
twelve or fourteen Langu readily and 
fluently : When we are forced to ſpend many 
Years in learning three or four Languages, 
and even then we can't readily diſcourſe in 
them, tho we may read the Hebrew Bible, 
or the Greek Teſtament, as well as if they 
were in Engliſb. we eee 

Some have ſuppos d the Apoſtles ſpake but 
one Language, only People heard and under- 
ſtood them in their ſeveral Languages: This 
would be as great a Miracle, as the common
